ho han given the same exaggerated coloring 
to the retreat that waa first detailed by hi.s 
companions, in the streets of Washington, 
mid thence telegraphed through the coun 
try ; and he fails to make the correction ol 
those reports which wero afterwards fuuinl 
necessary, when the whole tr.ith became 
known. He also stigmatises our troops as 
" cowardly." lie did not see the battle, 
but was a part of the " rout," and hence his 
judgment is necessarily at fault in relation 
to the lighting. 


There is another reason why Russell 


should not go into our lines. 
He describes 


minutely, everything he sees, and does not 
hesitate to inform the world, including the 
rebels of course, of the exact condition ot 
our troops, their position and strength ; the 
location of their defences and the manner 
of their construction. 
While members of 


tho American Press are not permitted this 
privilege we certainly think it should not be 
granted to Mr. Ilussell, whose ill-will to- 
wards us is thinly '• sugar-coated,'' by oc 
e.Viional criticism, which seems to be fair. 


The Line of tbe Potomac, 


We have had rumors that Gen. Bauks 


had retreated from Harper's Ferry ; then 
again that lie had driven the enemy from 
Winchester; and now we have news that 
he is upon tho Mouocaey river, which runs 
from near Frederick, Md., to tho Potomac. 
The last rumor is probably true, and we be 
Hove, also, tli&t ho atill commands Harper's 
Ferry, from the Maryland heights. 


The last heard from our Wisconsin third 


was at Frederic!*, and letters ura direct- 
ed to them vhv that place. Banks is, no 
doubt, with tho main army guarding the 
Potomac, near the Point of Rocks, and not 
far from the mouth of the Monocacy. It ia 
at that point tkat the enemy will probably 
undertake to cross the Potomac, if at all. 


The enemy have been battled in their de- 


sign of crossing the Potomac by tho high 
waters, caused by recent excessive rains. 
It is a fortunate circumstance for our army 
which will have further time to prepare for 
resistance. It is understood that the whole 
line of the upper Potomac is now thorough- 
ly guarded, and, should the enemy make an 
attempt to cross, when the flood subsides, 
he will we trust be successfully met and 
qvercome. 


Loss AT WILSON'S CEIKKK.— The official 


loss of tho national force under Gen. Lyon 
at the battle of Wilson's Creek, foots up ns 
follows : 
Killed, 223 ; wounded, 721 ; tun- 


iiujr, 291 ; total, 12U5. A large number of 
the missing were taken prisoners, some ol 
whom have escaped, and others were releas 
ed on parole. The loss of U-14 men in kill 
ed and wounded out of an effective force o! 
5,800 men, shows tho desperate character 
of the contest.

a messenger came to the west side police 
station in breathless haste, announcing that 
a man had been stabbed, and was then dy- 
ng of his wounds at the depot of the North- 
western railroad. A posse of police, led by 
Sergeant Kennedy, and joined soon after by 
Police Commissioner Wayman, immediate- 
ly started for tho place. Arrived at the pas- 
senger depot, (buy found the body of a man 
lying on the floor surrounded by a crowd of 
excited friends and acquaintances. It prov- 
;d to be the remains of Frederick Kraatz, 
ute an employee of tho railway company 
n tho capacity of cur-cleaner and maki'r- 
up of trains, who, as was stated, had been 
imttally murdered by a member of the Six- 
teenth U. S. Infantry, then occupying coach- 
es at thu freight house, a short distance 
lorth of the passenger house, en route, for 
Dcsplainca Station, where they had been 
ordered to form n military camp. 


Superintendent 
Wayman immediately 


started in search of the supposed murderer. 
He was found, in tin; person of Capt. Rob- 
ert K. A. Crofton, commander of Company 
A of tho Sixteenth, occupying ti car with 
his men. He expressed his willingncs-3 to 
surrender himself to the ndicors ol" justice, 
hut asked, as he was in charge of bis com- 
pany, that he might be allowed to attend to 
them lirst, promising to return as .soon as 
possible. This request was urgently sec- 
onded by E. De Witt tlobinson, Esq., gen- 
eral ticket agent of the railroad, who WHS 
also aboard llio train. 
Thu police authori- 


ties would not pr !)ably have decided to al- 
low this, had they not feared that llio ex- 
cited populace, gathered in strength about 
the cars, might take summary vengeance 
upon the prisoner if allowed to go where 
they could get hold of him. 
As it was, Ser- 


geant Kennedy, and otlieers Webb and Cra- 
ney, wore, detailed to accompany him to 
Desplaines, and return with him to tin; city 
as soon as possible. The train departed n 
little past :t p. tn., and returned at l> p. in., 
and the prisoner taken to the jail. 


The deceased, Frederick Kraalv:, as be- 


fore stated, was employed by this superin- 
tendent of cur-repairs and bridges—Mr. 
Thomas Hull,—in th>: capacity of eloam-r 
of cars and maker-up of trains. 
Mr. Hull 


speaks of him as one of the best and most 
faithful of employees ; one in whosf> faith- 
fulness and honesty he could implicitly trust; 
a good-natvired, straight-forward, 
capable 


young man, who, knowing his duty, would 
perform it at the hazard of his life. This 
last trait in his character, it is feared, did 
cost him his life. 
Ho was nbiKit twenty 


three years of age, and loaves a young wife 
to whom he was united only last Christinas. 
Ho has also a mother and brothers residing 
in the West Division. 
As his name indi- 


cates, he was a German, and had been si.x 
yenrs employed by tho Northwestern road, 
four of which he lia.l served ncdor Mr. Hull. 


The circumstances attending tliu death of 


the young man, KrauU, as far ns learned 
from eye-witnesses and others who testified 
before the coroner's jury—convened by Cor- 
oner James nt the .supervisors' room, court 
house, yesterday evening,—are somewhat 
as follows: 


It appears that two passenger ears hud 


been provided by the management of the 
Northwestern road for the accommodation 
of the two companies, A and 15, of the 
Sixteenth Regiment, about to go into camp 
at DesplaincH Station, some twelve miU-s 
northwest of the city. 
Upon the urriv.-il of 


the detachments at the depot—Company A, 
in charge of Capt. Crofton, anil B, in earn 
of Capt. Harvey Tilden,—guards were lirst 
stationed by the former oflicer ut either end 
of the coaches to prevent encroachments 
by outsiders, with .strict orders to allow n< 
person to pass, and Company A was filed 
in and took seats, their cur being in advance 
of the one to be used by the other company. 
Captain Crofion then came dosvit by thu 
side of his cur to see that the other detach- 
ment was properly aboard. Il was then In: 
discovered Kraut?, standing on the platform. 
Not knowing his business there, tbe uilicer 
ordered him to get down. 
Kraal'/, not obey- 


ing, he took him by the lappul of the coat 
and endeavored to drag him away, but tlur 
man clung to the iron railing, and Crofton's 
grasp was broken ; but, as is stated by Capt. 
Tilden, who alleges he stood close to them, 
not until Kraut/, had called tho otlicer some 
very abusive names, and struck him more 
than once with bis feet. Capt. Crofion then 
struck KraaU with his sheathed sword, and 
called for his men. Kraut/, retreated into 
the car, closed the door, and was followed 
by Capts, Crofton and Titdtin, and, as one 
witness testified, oun or two other persons, 
perhaps privates of the Sixteenth, dipt. 
Tilden's statement goes to show that hu did 
not enter the car, but stood ut the door and 
observed what followed. Ivrnntz kept re- 
treating, after the entrance of the other per- 
wons, until Capt. Crofton drew liis sword, 
when he turned his back toward them and 
caught hold of n scat. The captain made 
a lunge ut him with the point of his naked 
sword, and his victim fell, striking his head 
either against the stove or one of the scuts. 
The blade of tho weapon had entered his 
back, just ono side of tho vertebral column, 
some live inches, severing, in its passage 
the main iliac artery as well ns tin: termin- 
ation of the bowels. Of course, death en 
sued in a few moments. 
Krantx hud strength 


enough, and life enough left, however, to 
stagger to the platform and thence to the 
sidewalk, where he fell weltering in his 
blood. 
He did not speak a word from the 


time he entered the ear. This is the VLT 
aion of the murder collected from several 
outside witnesses. 


THK DEATH or OKX. LYOX— IIi.s LAST 


WORKS.—Tbe army correspondent of the 
Dubnque Herald hag some particulars of 
the death of Gen. Lyon, which we have not 
seen in any other paper : 


Soon after the fighting commenced Gen. 


Lyon saw how fearfully the enemy out- 
numbered him and he gave up the day as 
lost.

SKE.—It will be generally recollected thai 
shortly after tho election of 18;iG, the Ten 
ticssce papers gave accounts of n threaten- 
ed insurrection among the slaves of a por 
lion of tbe state, and that tho insurrection 
was induced by the supposition, prevalent 
among the blacks, that Fremont wns corn 
ing up tbe river, bucked by n large army 
for the purpose of liberating all tho slaves 
The exact details of tho extent of this in- 
surrectionary movement was never 
fully 


published; but it was known that ruunv 
slaves were summarily tried aud found guil 
ly, some being executed and others sen 
further south. From well authenticatec 
sources, it is ascertained that the auppoii 
tion of 185G has been revived; that tht 
presence of Fremont at the head of the 
western forces, is already known to the ne 
groes, and that his reappearance is bailee 
as a sure precursor of their liberation.— 
This feeling baa spread rapidly within tin 
last month, nnd it is attracting great ntten 
tion and exciting much alarm among tho 
whites of those districts where there is a 
largo proportion of slaves. My informant 
assures me that once the name of Freinoi; 
ia connected with any victory over the reb 
els, or that he is known to be in the stale 
of Tennessee or Mississippi, the negroes 
will at once rise in rebellion. 
It is said 


that the fear of this danger at their own 
thresholds induced tho rebels to take- the 
offensive in Missouri, and to keep the battle 
field as far as possible from the eager anc 
watching negroes.

The Provost Marshall of Washington has 


refused a pass to Mr. Russell, correspond- 
dentof the London Times, to visit the army 
across the Potomac. This is right. 
He_is 


an enemy of the country, and is in the em- 
ploy of a newspaper which is maliciously 
endeavoring to injure us iu Europe. No 
favors should be granted to such people. 
Being one of the panic stricken " civilians '' 
who ran away to Washington as fast as his 
horse could carry hi in from the battlefield 
of Bull's Run, at the first si?n of disaster, 
he has given the same exaggerated coloring 
to the retreat that was first detailed by his 
companions, in the streets of Washington, 
and thence telegraphed through the coun- 
try ; and he fails to make the correction of 
those reports which were afterwards found 
necessary, when the whole truth became 
known. He also stigmatises our troops as 
" cowardly." 
He did not see the battle, 


but was a part of the " rout," and hence his 
judgment is necessarily at fault in relation 
to the fighting. 


There is another reason why Russell 


should not go into our lines. 
He describes 


minutely, everything he sees, and does not 
hesitate to inform the world, including the 
rebels of course, of the exact condition of 
our troops, their position and strength ; the 
location of their defences and the manner 
of their construction. While members of 
the American Press are not permitted this 
privilege we certainly think it should not be 
granted to ilr. Russell, whose ill-will to- 
wards us is thinly '' sugar-coated," by oc 
casional criticism, which seems to be fair. 


The Line of the Potomac. 


We have had rumors that Gen. Banks 


had retreated from Harper's Ferry; then 
again that he had driven the enemy from 
Winchester; and now we have news that 
he is upon the Monocacy river, which runs 
from near Frederick, Md., to the Potomac. 
The last rumor is probably true, and we be- 
lieve, also, that he still commands Harper's 
Ferry, from the Maryland heights. 


The last heard from our Wisconsin third 


was at Frederick, and letters are direct- 
ed to them via that place. Banks is, no 
doubt, with the main army guarding the 
Potomac, near the Point of Rocks, and not 
far from the mouth of the Monocacy. 
It is 


at that point that the enemy will probably 
undertake to cross the Potomac, if at all. 


The enemy have been baffled in their de- 


sign of crossing the Potomac by the high 
waters, caused by recent excessive rains. 
It is a fortunate circumstance for our army 
which will have further time to prepare for 
resistance. It is understood that the whole 
line of the upper Potomac is now thorough' 
ly guarded, and, should the enemy make an 
attempt to cross, when the flood subsides, 
he will we trust be successfully met and 
overcome.

A 9Ian Killed by a V. S. Army Officer 
at Chicago. 


From the Chicago Times of Thursday. 


Yesterday afternoon, at about two o'clock, 


a messenger came to the west side police 
station in breathless haste, announcing that 
i man had been stabbed, and was then dy- 
ing of his wounds at the depot of the North- 
western railroad. A posse of police, led by 
Sergeant Kennedy, and joined soon after by 
Police Commissioner Wayinan, immediate- 
ly started for the place. 
Arrived at the pas- 


senger depot, they found the body of a man 
lying on the floor surrounded by a crowd of 
excited friends and acquaintances. 
It prov- 


ed to be the remains of Frederick Kraatz, 
late an employee of the railway company 
in the capacity of car-cleauer and maker- 
iip of trains, who, as was stated, had been 
brutally murdered by a member of the Six- 
teenth U. S. Infantry, then occupying coach- 
es at the freight house, a short distance 
north of (he passenger house, en route for 
Desplaines Station, where they had been 
ordered to form a military camp. 


Superintendent 
Wayrnan immediately 


started in search of the supposed murderer. 
He was found, iu the person of Capt. Rob- 
ert E. A. Crofton, commander of Company 
A of the Sixteenth, occupying a cur with 
his men. He expressed his willingness to 
surrender himself to the officers of justice, 
but asked, as he was in charge of his com- 
pany, that he might be allowed to attend to 
them first, promising to return as SOOM as 
possible. This request was urgently sec- 
onded by E. De Witt Robinson, Jiaq., gen- 
eral ticket agent of the railroad, who was 
also aboard the train. 
The police authori- 


ties would not pr 'oably have decided to al- 
low this, had they not feared that the ex- 
cited populace, gathered in strength about 
the cars, might take summary vengeance 
upon the prisoner if allowed to go where 
they could get hold of him. As it was, Ser- 
geant Kennedy, and officers Webb and Cra- 
ney, were, detailed to accompany him to 
Desplaines, and return with him to the city 
as soon as possible. The train departed a 
little past 3 p. m,, and returned at 6 p. m., 
and the prisoner taken to the jail. 


The deceased, Frederick Kraatz, as be- 


fore stated, was employed by the superin- 
tendent of car-repairs and bridges—Mr. 
Thomas Hull,—in the capacity of cleaner 
of cars and rnaker-up of trains. 
Mr. Hull 


speaks of him as one of the best and most 
faithful of employees ; one in whose faith- 
fulness and honesty he could implicitly trust: 
a good-natured, straight-forward, capable 
young man, who, knowing his duty, would 
perform it at the hazard of his life. 
This 


last trait in his character, it is feared, did 
cost him his life. 
He was abojt twenty- 


three years of age, and leaves a young wife 
to whom he was united only last Christmas. 
He has also a mother and brothers residin_ 
in the West Division. 
As his name indi- 


cates, he was a German, and had been six 
years employed by the Northwestern road, 
four of which he had served under Mr. Hull. 


The circumstances attending the death of 


the young man, Kraatz, as far as learned 
from eye-witnesses and others who testified 
before the coroner's jury—convened by Cor- 
oner James at the supervisors' room, court 
house, yesterday evening,—are somewhat 
as follows : 


It appears that two passenger cars had 


been provided by the management of the 
Northwestern road for the accommodation 
of the two companies, A and B, of the 
Sixteenth Regiment, about to go into camp 
at Desplaines Station, some twelve miles 
northwest of the city. Upon the arrival of 
the detachments at the depot—Company A, 
in charge of Capt. Croftou, and B, in care 
of Capt. Harvey Tilden,—guards were first 
stationed by. the former officer at either end 
of the coaches to prevent encroachments 
by outsiders, with strict orders to allow no 
person to pass, and Company A was filed 
in and took seats, their car being iu advance 
of the one to be used by the other company. 
Captain Crofton then came down by the 
side of his car to see that the other detach- 
ment was properly aboard. 
It was then he 


discovered Rraatz standing on the platform. 
Not knowing his business there, the olficer 
ordered him to get down. 
Kraatz not obey- 


ing, he took him by the lappel of the coat, 
and endeavored to drag him away, but the 
man clung to the iron railing, and Crofton's 
grasp was broken ; but, as is stated by Capt. 
Tilden, who alleges he stood close to them, 
not until Kraatz had called the officer some 
very abusive names, and struck him more 
than once with his feet. Capt. Crofion then 
struck Kraatz with his sheathed sword, and 
called for his men. Kraatz retreated into 
the car, closed the door, and was followed 
by Capts. Croftou and Tilden, and, aa one 
witness testified, one or two other persons, 
perhaps privates of the Sixteenth. 
Capt. 


Tilden's statement goes to show that he did 
not enter the car, but stood at the door and 
observed what followed. 
Kraatz kept re- 


treating, after the entrance of the other per- 
sons, until Capt. Crofton drew his sword, 
when he turned his back toward them and 
caught hold of a seat. 
The captain made 


a lunge at him with the point of his naked 
sword, and his victim fell, striking his head 
either against the stove or one of the seats. 
The blade of the weapon had entered his 
back, just one side of the vertebral column, 
some five inches, severing, in its passage, 
the main iliac artery as well as the termin- 
ation of the bowels. Of course, death en- 
sued in a few moments. Kraatz had strength 
enough, and life enough left, however, to 
stagger to the platform and thence to the 
sidewalk, where he fell weltering in his 
blood. He did not speak a word from the 
time he entered the car. 
This is the ver- 


sion of the murder collected from several 
outside witnesses. 


THE DEA.TH OP GEN. LYON—His LAST 


WORDS.—The army correspondent of the 
Dubuque Herald has some particulars ol 
the death of Gen. Lyon, which we have not 
seen in any other paper : 


Soon after the fighting commenced Gen. 


Lyon saw how fearfully the enemy out- 
numbered him and he gave up the day as 
lost. 
From that time he seemed utterly re- 


gardless of life, and in fact seemed scarce- 
ly conscious of anything. 
A ball strtrck 


him in the leg, to which he paid no atten- 
tion, and soon after another struck him in 
the head, inflicting a severe flesh wound.— 
He bled freely, but refused to move out of 
the line of fire. The Iowa regiment were 
occupying tho brow of the hill to the right 
of the battery, and were exposed to a gall- 
ing fire from the woods in front. Gen. Ly 
on stood calmly a few steps in rear of the 
color company, bareheaded, with balls hail 
ing around him in frightful quantities. " If 
some one will lead us, we will clear that 
woods with the bayonet." " I will lead 
you !" said he, and at that instant a ball en- 
tered his breast, passing through his body 
just above hia heart. 
He fell instantly, and 


a moment after reaching the ground,"said : 
" Iowa regiment, you are noble boys .'" 
A 


little later he grew weaker, and his last 
words were : " FORWARD, MY BRAVE MEN, I 
WILL LEAD YOU I" 
He did not live a dozen 


seconds after being struck by the last ball.

them the necessity of earnest and zealous 
co-operation with the authorities of the 
state and government in the cheerful con- 
tribution of their means to support the pub- 
lic credit, and of active enrollment of the 
forces now being organized for the defense 
of the Union. 
Convinced that the tran- 


quility of the country so wantonly disturb- 
ed, can only be restored by the prompt and 
vigorous suppression of rebellion and trea- 
son wherever it may appear. 


After alluding to the loyalty of New 


York and what the state had already done, 
he says another stage in the great rebellion 
has bnen reached, and the government ap- 
preciating the dangers now menacing it, 
appeals for aid. The whole country, the 
whole civilized world, now look to the state 
of New York. 
Let the response be worthy 


of her history ; let her answer go back in 
full ranks of earnest men, who, justly val- 
ueing the magnitude of her interests, tem- 
porarily relinquish their pursuits and pre- 
pare to meet the crisis.

NEW MODE OF TRANSIT.—A London 


company has just made some successful ex 
periments with a tube which proves the pos 
sibility of seeding parcels by creating a 
vacuum. The tube was laid down in Bat- 
tersea fields, had several sharp curves anc 
steep gradients and socket jointed as to 
leave the interior smooth. 
The rails are 


cast in the bottom of the tube, and the cars 
made of sheet iron, are about five feet in 
length, and each runs upon four cast-iron 
.wheels. There is no friction therefore anc 
the leakage of the air does not interfere 
with the speed. The first experiment was 
made by loading a carriage with a ton o 
cement in bags. In fifty seconds it hac 
found its way to the other end of the tube 
a quarter of a mile away. Next, two tons 
were placed in one of the carriages—eighty 
seconds were occupied.

which live stock took the place of cement 
met with the same successful result.

FREMONT AND THE NEOKOES OF TENNES- 


SEE.—It will be generally recollected that 
shortly after the election of 1856, the Ten- 
rilfesee papers gave accounts of a threaten- 
ed insurrection among the slaves of a por- 
tion of the state, and that the insurrection 
was induced by the supposition, prevalent 
among the blacks, that Fremont was com- 
ing up the river, backed by a large army, 
for the purpose of liberating all the slaves. 
The exact details of the extent of this in- 
surrectionary movement was never 
fully 


published; but it was known that many 
slaves were summarily tried and found guil- 
ty, some being executed and others senl 
further south. From well 
authenticated 


sources, it is ascertained that the supposi- 
tion of 1856 has been revived; that the 
presence of Fremont at the head of the 
western forces, is already known to the ne- 
groes, and that his reappearance is hailed 
as a sure precursor of their liberation.— 
This feeling: has spread rapidly within the 
last month, and it is attracting great atten- 
tion and exciting much alarm among the 
whites of those districts where there is a 
large proportion of slaves. My informant 
assures me that ouee the name of Fremoijt 
is connected with any victory over the reb- 
els, or that he is known to be in the state 
of Tennessee or Mississippi, the negroes 
will at once rise iu rebellion. It is said 
that the fear of this danger at their own 
thresholds induced the rebels to take the 
offensive in Missouri, and to keep the battle 
field as far as possible from the eager and 
watching negroes.

CAMP KAI.ARUA, Washington, \

DK.UI GAZETTE : — As to-day ia a rainy 


day aud we have no drill or parade I will 
write you n few lines to let yon know how 
tho Wisconsin 5th is, ami what our pros- 
pects nre. Laat Saturday afternoon we wero 
all surprised nnd pleased at the sudden ap- 
pearance of " Bill Parker " nuiong us. He 
was looking well and hearty. On Sunday 
evening we wero moro supmed to see Messrs. 
Wm. B. Strong, Ed.Tullman and Gco, San- 
born. They were among the most welsome 
viditors that wo Lave ever had, 


The 14th Massachusetts, which was cti- 


caiubed near us, left yesterday for Fort Al- 
bany. 
They were called off at a half an 


hour's notice, and, as they had not timo to 
load their knapsacks on their wagons they 
curried them. They were well pleased to 
go near the enemy. Their flank conipaniea 
were armed with Springlield rifles, the rest 
with muskets. 


We receive letters from Wisconsin telling

Correspondence of the Daily Gazette. 


From the fifth Regiment. 


CAMP IVALARMA, Washington, 1 


August 19th, 1861.' 
j 


DEAR GAZETTE :—As to-day is a rainy 


day and we have no drill or parade I will 
write you a few lines to let yon know how 
the Wisconsin 5th is, and -what our pros- 
pects are. Last Saturday afternoon we were 
all surprised and pleased at the sudden ap- 
pearance of " Bill Parker " among us. He 
was looking well and hearty. On Sunday 
evening we were more snprised to see Messrs. 
Wm. B. Strong, Ed.Tallman and Geo. San- 
born. They were among the most weleome 
visitors that we have ever had. 


The 14th Massachusetts, which was en- 


cambed near us, left yesterday for Fort Al- 
bany. 
They were called off at a half an 


hour's notice, and, as they had not time to 
load their knapsacks on their wagons they 
carried them. They were well pleased to 
go near the enemy. 
Their flank companies 


were armed with Springfield rifles, the rest 
with muskets. 


We receive letters from Wisconsin telling 


us that some one has circulated the report 
there that our captain took the tents off of 
the sick, when we left Harrisburg, and left 
them without a ^shelter all day in the hot 
sun. 
Such was not the case, but these are 


the facts as near as I can get at them : We 
struck our tents about daybreak, except 
those which were over the sick and those 
were left there,'until the colonel positively 
ordered them to be taken away so they 
could be packed ready for the train. 
This 


was about seven o'clock in the morning 
and we then fixed some blankets up over 
them to keep the sun's rays from them un- 
til they were taken to the city, which was 
between 9 and 10 o'clock in the morning. 
When they arrived in the city they were 
left in private houses ; well cared for and 
bad the beat of nursing until the building 
which ia now used as a hospital was fixed 
up; then they wore moved there and the 
best of them tell me that they, had the best 
of fare there, and all the attention that 
could be asked for. 
Corporal McDaniel 


(the commandant) has just come in the 
tent, and he wants me to say that this com- 
pany can stand the most " iu place rest " 
of any in the regiment. 


Sergeant Cutts lies here on our cedar 


bough bed a little.down with some slight 
ailing, and the street looks deserted when 
he is not to be seen there. 
What's that ? 


It rains like fun, and as sure as I live, there 
at the head of the street stands Capt. 
Wheeler calling out—" Fall in for inspec- 
tion." 
Well, that is rather rough; it was 


only yesterday that he inspected our arms 
and clothing. 
Well, well, I must put up 


these things until after that is over. 


SVell, after an hour we are back here all 


safe aud,sound, haviug been duly inspected 
by Col. Cobb and a U. S. officer. 
It rained 


hard nearly nil of the time we were out, but 
thanks to our cap covers aud rubber blank- 
ets we are all dry. 
It is very rainy here 


now and has been for a week, so much so 
that it has rained every day for several days. 


I see by the papers that the rebels are 
tting close wii iu iliia place, auU our scouts 


bring the same information. 


Last night we received a large lot of Ga- 


zettes, and a more pleased set of boys you 
never saw in your life. 
When the mail 


comes in there is a perfect scramble around 
the one who distributes the letters and oth- 
er mail matter. 


There arc a few mistakes in the list of 


names which you published in your paper 
of the 13th inst. Page N. Bulls should be 


'age N. Butts, Masterton should be Mas- 


terson, Penderson should be Pederson, 
Westetnyer should he Westermyer; the 
rest are all correct. 


I nearly forgot to tell you that the 14th 


Massachusetts boys caught a spy the other 
day, and the last I heard of him ho was 
tied to a tree in their camp. He came into 
their camp as a preacher, and they thought 
he was looking into their tents a little too 
much so they caught him and tied him, and 
while they were tying him he forgot his call- 
ing as a saint and swore at them as round- 
ly as a pirate. I must close now until after 
supper as Sergeant Hatbaway wants me to 
help him deal out the rations. The rain 
has made our streets so muddy that one 
needs to have a balancing pole to enable him 
to keep on his feet while walking up or down 
it, and there in front of this tent stands 
Corporal Button calling on the boys to come 
out and help make brick to build a wall 
around secessiondom. 


The police of this city are very active, and 


the straggling soldier must be a sharp one 
that goes into the city and does not get 
caught. 
I do not wish to boast, but the 


regiments all around us say tiiat our regi- 
mental band is the best one that has come 
along yet. 
Even the Massachusetts regi- 


ment wanted to trade with us, if that had 
been possible. T must close, and I will 
write again when anything new or stirring 
turns up.

No Pass for Mr. Russell. 


The Provost Marshall of Washington has 


refused a pass to Mr. Russell, correspond- 
dentof the London Times, to visit the army 
across the Potomac. This is right. He,is 
an enemy of the country, and is in the em- 
ploy of a newspaper which is maliciously 
endeavoring to injure us iu Europe. No 
favors should be granted to such people. 
Being one of the panic stricken " civilians '" 
who ran away to Washington as fast as his 
horse could carry him from the battle field 
of Bull's Eun, at the first sign of disaster, 
he has given the same exaggerated coloring 
to the retreat that was first detailed by his 
companions, in the streets of Washington, 
and thence telegraphed through the coun 
try ; and he fails to make the correction of 
those reports which were afterwards found 
necessary, when the whole truth became 
known. He also stigmatises our troops as 
" cowardly." He did not see the battle, 
but was a part of the " rout," and hence his 
judgment is necessarily at fault in relation 
to the fighting. 


There is another reason why Russell 


should not go into our lines. He describes 
minutely, everything he sees, and does not 
hesitate to inform the world, including the 
rebels of course, of the exact condition of 
our troops, their position and strength ; the 
location of their defences and the manner 
of their construction. While members of 
the American Press are not permitted this 
privilege we certainly think it should not be 
granted to Jlr. Russell, whose ill-will to- 
wards us is thinly '' sugar-coated," by oc- 
casional criticism, which seems to be fair. 


The Line of tlie Potomac. 


We have had rumors that Gen. Banks 


had retreated from Harper's Ferry; then 
again that he had driven the enemy from 
Winchester; and now we have news that 
he is upon the Monocacy river, which runs 
from near Frederick, Md., to the Potomac. 
The last rumor is probably true, and we be- 
lieve, also, that he still commands Harper's 
Ferry, from the Maryland heights. 


The last heard from our Wisconsin third 


was at Frederick, and letters are direct- 
ed to them via that place. Banks is, no 
doubt, with the main army guarding the 
Potomac, near the Point of Rocks, and not 
far from the mouth of the Monocacy. 
It is 


at that point that the enemy will probably 
undertake to cross the Potomac, if at all. 


The enemy have been baffled in their de- 


sign of crossing the Potomac by the high 
waters, caused by recent excessive rains. 
It is a fortunate circumstance for our army 
which will have further time to prepare for 
resistance. It is understood that the whole 
line of the upper Potomac is now thorough- 
ly guarded, and, should the enemy make an 
attempt to cross, when the flood subsides, 
he will we trust be successfully met and 
overcome. 


Loss AT WILSON'S CREEK.—The official 


loss of the national force under Gen. Lyon 
at the battle of Wilson's Creek, foots up as 
follows : Killed, 223 ; wounded, 721; mis- 
sing, 291; total, 1235. 
A large number of 


the missing were taken prisoners, some ol 
•whom have escaped, and others were releas- 
ed on parole. The loss of 944 men in kill- 
ed and wounded out of an effective force oi 
5,800 men, shows the desperate character 
of the contest. 


LARGE SALARIES.—The presidents of the 


Mutual Marine Insurance companies of 
New York receive princely salaries. The 
president of the Atlantic Mutual receives 
$25,000 a year, the president of the Sun 
Mutual $15,000, the Great Western $10, 
000, and the presidents of the two leading

A Kan Killed by a U. S. Army Officer 
at Chicago. 


From the Chicago Times of Thursday. 


Yesterday afternoon, at about two o'clock, 


a messenger came to the west side police 
station iu breathless haste, announcing that 
a man had been stabbed, and was then dy- 
ing of his wounds at the depot of the North- 
western railroad. A posse of police, led by 
Sergeant Kennedy, aud joined soon after by 
Police Commissioner Wayman, immediate- 
ly started for the place. Arrived at the pas- 
senger depot, they found the body of a man 
lying on the floor surroundeu by a crowd of 
excited friends and acquaintances. It prov- 
ed to be the remains of Frederick Kraatz, 
late an employee of the railway company 
in the capacity of car-cleaner and maker- 
up of trains, who, as was stated, had been 
brutally murdered by a member of the Six- 
teenth U. S. Infantry, then occupying coach- 
es at the freight house, a short distance 
north of the passenger house, en route for 
Desplaines Station, where they had been 
ordered to form a military cum p. 


Superintendent 
Wayman immediately 


started in search of the supposed murderer. 
He was found, in the person of Capt. Rob- 
ert E. A. Crofton, commander of Company 
A of the Sixteenth, occupying a car with 
his men. He expressed his willingness to 
surrender himself to the officers of justice, 
but asked, as he was in charge of his com- 
pany, that he might be allowed to attend to 
them first, promising to return as sooa as 
possible. This request was urgently sec- 
onded by E. De Witt Robinson, Esq., gen- 
eral ticket agent of the railroad, who was 
also aboard the train. The police authori- 
ties would not pr jably have decided to al- 
low this, had they not feared that the ex- 
cited populace, gathered in strength about 
the cars, might take summary vengeance 
upon the prisoner if allowed to go where 
they could get hold of him. As it was, Ser- 
geant Kennedy, and officers Webb and Cra- 
ney, were, detailed to accompany him to 
Desplaines, and return with him to the city 
as soon as possible. The train departed a 
little past 3 p. m., and returned at (J p. m.. 
and the prisoner taken to the jail. 


The deceased, Frederick Kraatz, as be- 


fore stated, was employed by the superin- 
tendent of car-repairs aud bridges—Mr. 
Thomas Hull,—in the capacity of cleaner 
of cars and maker-up of trains. Mr. Hull 
speaks of him as one of the best and most 
faithful of employees ; one in whose faith- 
fuluess and honesty he couldiniplicitly trust: 
a good-natured, straight-forward, capable 
young man, who, knowing his duty, would 
perform it at the hazard of his life. This 
last trait in his character, it is feared, did 
cost him his life. He was abojt twenty- 
three years of age, and leaves a young wife 
to whom he was united only last Christmas. 
He has also a mother aud brothers residin 
ia the West Division. As his name indi- 
cates, he was a German, and had been six 
years employed by the Northwestern road, 
four of which hehaj served under Mr. Hull. 


The circumstances attending the death o( 


the young man, Kraatz, as far as learned 
from eye-witnesses and others who testified 
before the coroners jury—convened by Cor- 
oner James at the supervisors' room, court 
house, yesterday evening,—are somewhat 
as follows: 


It appears that two passenger cars had 


been provided by the management of the 
Northwestern road for the accommodation 
of the two companies, A aud B, of the 
Sixteenth Regiment, about to go into camp 
at Desplaines Station, some twelve milrs 
northwest of the city. Upon the arrival of 
the detachments at the depot—Company A, 
in charge of Capt. Croftou, and B, in care 
of Capt. Harvey Tilden,—guards were first 
stationed bv the former oflicer at either end 
of the coaches to prevent encroachments 
by outsiders, with strict orders to allow no 
person to pass, and Company A was filed 
in and took seats, their car being in advance 
of the one to be used by the other company. 
Captain Crofion then came down by the 
side of his car to see that the other detach- 
ment was properly aboard. 
It was then lie 


discovered Kraatz standing on the platform. 
Not knowing his business there, the officer 
ordered him to get down. Kraatz not obey- 
ing, he took him by the lappel of the coat 
and endeavored to drag him away, but the 
man clung to the iron railing, and Croftoif s 
grasp was broken ; but, as is stated by Capt. 
Tilden, who alleges he stood close to tliem, 
not until Kraatz had called the officer some 
very abusive names, and struck him more 
than once with his feet. Capt. Crolion then 
struck Kraatz with his sheathed sword, and 
called for his men. Kraatz retreated into 
the car, closed the door, and was followed 
by Capts. Croftou and Tilde'n, and, as one 
witness testified, one or two other persons, 
perhaps privates of the Sixteenth. Cupt. 
Tilden's statement goes to show that he did 
not enter the car, but stood at the door and 
observed what followed. 
Kraatz kept re- 


treating, after the entrance of the other per- 
sons, until Capt. Crofton drew his sword, 
when he turned his back toward them and 
caught hold of a seat. The captain made 
a lunge at him with the point of his naked 
sword, and his victim fell, striking his head 
either against the stove or one of the seats. 
The blade of the weapon had entered his 
back, just one side of the vertebral column, 
some five inches, severing, in its passage, 
the main iliac artery as well as the termin- 
ation of the bowels. Of course, death en- 
sued in afew momenta. Kraatz had strength 
enough, and life enough left, however, to 
stagger to the platform and thence to the 
sidewalk, where he fell weltering in his 
blood. He did not speak a word from the 
time he entered the car. 
This is the ver- 


sion of the murder collected from several 
outside witnesses. 


THE DEATH OF GEN. LYOX—His LAST 


WORDS.—The army correspondent of the 
Dubuque Herald has some particulars of 
the death of Gen. Lyon, which we have not 
seen in any other paper : 


Soon after the fighting commenced Gen. 


Lyon saw how fearfully the enemy out- 
numbered him and he gave up the day as 
lost. From that time he seemed utterly re- 
gardless of life, and in fact seemed scarce- 
ly conscious of anything. 
A ball struck 


him in the leg, to which he paid no atten- 
tion, and soon after another struck him in 
the head, inflicting a severe flesh wound.— 
He bled freely, but refused to move out of 
the line of fire. The Iowa regiment were 
occupying the brow of the hill to the right 
of the battery, and were exposed to a gall- 
ing fire from the woods in front. 
Gen. Ly- 


on stood calmly a few steps in rear of the 
color company, bareheaded, with balls hail 
ing around him in frightful quantities. " If 
some one will lead us, we will clear that 
woods with the bayonet." " I will lead 
you !" said he, and at that instant a ball en- 
tered his breast, passing through his body 
just above his heart. He fell instantly, and 
a moment after reaching the ground, said : 
" Iowa regiment, you are noble boi/s.'" A 
little later he grew weaker, and his last 
words were: " FORWARD, MV BRAVE MEN, I 
WILL LEAD Ton !" He did not live a dozen 
seconds after being struck by the last ball.

He says—As chief magistrate of the state, 
it is my solemn duty to warn all good aud 
loyal men of the danger to which our in- 
stitutions are exposed, and to urge upon 
them the necessity of earnest and zealous 
co-operation with the authorities of the 
state and government in the cheerful con- 
tribution of their means to support the pub- 
lic credit, and of active enrollment of the 
forces now being organized for the defense 
of the Union. Convinced that the tran- 
quility of the country so wantonly disturb- 
ed, can only be restored by the prompt aud 
vigorous suppression of rebellion and trea- 
son wherever it may appear. 


After alluding to the loyalty of New 


York and what the state had already done, 
he says another stage in the great rebellion 
has been reached, aud the government ap- 
preciating the dangers now menacing it, 
appeals for aid. The whole country, the 
whole civilized world, now look to the ttate 
of New York. Let the response be worthy 
of her history; let her answer go back in 
full ranks of earnest men, who, justly val- 
ueing the magnitude of her interests, tem- 
porarily relinquish their pursuits and pre- 
pare to meet the crisis.

Swarthy men 
of stern features, bronzed by exposure, 
scarred from conflict, dressed in uniforms 
of the Garabaldi style, on some of whom 
depended orders and ribbons, conversing 
rapidly in foreign accent, bespoke the Ital- 
ia, German, Prussian and French staff of- 
ficers of the general. 
The composition ol 


this motley audience reminded one more ol 
the brilliancy of the audiences of the first 
Napoleon than the representatives of the 
army of a plain republican people, and 
conspicuous among these was the slight yel 
well-formed figure of the commander of 
the western division of our army—Gen. 
John C. Fremont. 
Another officer, not the 


less noticeable, dressed in the plain undress 
of a brigadier, stood by the door, his tho't 
ful features, high forehead, piercing blue 
eye, light moustache and German accent 
betraying him to be none other than the 
brave general, Franz Sigel. He is a man 
of about five feet four inches in height, 
weighing about one hundred and sixty 
pounds, and his well built organization and 
military mein proclaim him to be, as he is 
every inch a 'soldier. Back of him stooc 
Major Couant and Captains Gilbert anc 
Plummer, of the 1st infantry, while stand- 
ing at the door, conversing with Col. Frank 
Blair, was the venerable acting Governor 
Gamble, whose tall figure and snow white 
whiskers and hair, rendered him an objecl 
of conspicuous interest.—St. Louis Cor. of 
Chicago Journal. 


NEW MODE OP TRANSIT.—A London 


company has just made some successful ex 
periments with a tube which proves the pos 
sibility of sending parcels by creating a 
vacuum. The tube was laid down in Bat- 
tersea fields, had several sharp curves and 
steep gradients and socket jointed as to 
leave the interior smooth. The rails are 
cast in the bottom of the tube, and the cars, 
made of sheet iron, are about five feet in 
length, and each runs upon four cast-iron 
wheels. There is no friction therefore and 
the leakage of the air does not interfere 
with the speed. The first experiment was 
made by loading a carriage with a ton ol 
cement in bags. In fifty seconds it had 
found its way to the other end of the tube, 
a quarter of a mile away. Next, two tons 
were placed in one of the carriages—eighty 
seconds were occupied. 
Other trials in 


which live stock took the place of cement 
met with the same successful result.

FREMONT AND THE NEGROES OF TENNES- 


SEE.—It will be generally recollected that 
shortly after the election of 1856, the Ten- 
nessee papers gave accounts of a threaten- 
ed insurrection among the slaves of a por- 
tion of the state, and that the insurrection 
was induced by the supposition, prevalent 
among the blacks, that Fremont was com- 
ing up the river, backed by a large army, 
for the purpose of liberating all the slaves. 
The exact details of the extent of this in- 
surrectionary movement was never 
fully 


published; but it was known that many 
slaves were summarily tried and found guil- 
ty, some being executed and others sent 
further south. From well 
authenticated 


sources, it is ascertained that the supposi- 
tion of 1856 has been revived; that the 
presence of Fremont at the head of the 
western forces, is already known to the ne- 
groes, and that his reappearance is hailed 
as a sure precursor of their liberation.— 
This feeling has spread rapidly within the 
last month, and it is attracting great atten- 
tion and exciting much alarm among the 
whites of those districts where there is a 
large proportion of slaves. My informant 
assures me that once the name of Fremoi.t 
is connected with any victory over the reb- 
els, or that he is known to be in the state 
of Tennessee or Mississippi, the negroes 
will at once rise in rebellion. It is said 
that the fear of this danger at their own 
thresholds induced the rebels to take the 
offensive in Missouri, and to keep the battle 
field as far as possible from the eager and 
watching negroes.

Correspondence of the Daily Gazette. 


From the fUlh lieglmeiit. 


CAMP KALARUA, Washington, 1 


August 19th, 1861.' 
J 


DEAR GAZETTE :—As to-day is a rainy 


day and we have no drill or parade I will 
write you a few lines to let yon know how 
the Wisconsin Sth is, and what onr pros- 
pects are. Last Saturday afternoon we were 
all surprised and pleased at the sudden ap- 
pearance of " Bill Parker " among us. He 
was, looking well and hearty. On Sunday 
evening we were more suprised to see Messrs. 
Wm. B. Strong, Ed. Tallman and Geo. San- 
born. They were among the most weleome 
visitors that we have ever had. 


The 14th Massachusetts, which was en- 


cambed near us, left yesterday for Fort Al- 
bany. They were called off at a half an 
hour's notice, and, as they had not time to 
load their knapsacks on their wagons they 
carried them. 
They were well pleased to 


go near the enemy. Their flank companies 
were armed with Springfield rifles, the rest 
with muskets. 


We receive letters from Wisconsin telling 


us that some one has circulated the report 
there that our captain took the tents off of 
the sick, when we left Harrisburg, and left 
them without a ^shelter all day in the hot 
sun. Such was not the case, but these are 
the facts as near as I can get at them : We 
struck our tents about daybreak, except 
those which were over the sick and those 
were left there,'until the colonel positively 
ordered them to be taken away so they 
could be packed ready for the train. This 
was about seven o'clock in the morning 
and we then fixed some blankets up over 
them to keep the sutrs rays from them un- 
til they were taken to the city, which was 
between 9 and 10 o'clock in the morning. 
When they arrived in the city they were 
left in private houses; well cared for and 
had the best of nursing until the building 
which is now used as a hospital was fixed 
up; then they were moved there and the 
best of them tell me that they had the best 
of fare there, and all the attention that 
could be asked for. Corporal McDauiel 
(the commandant) has just come in the 
tent, and he wants me to say that this com- 
pany can stand the most " iu place rest " 
of any in the regiment. 


Sergeant Cutts lies here on our cedar 


bough bed a little down with some slight 
ailing, and the street looks deserted when 
he is not to be seen there. What's that ? 
It rains like fun, and as sure as I live, there 
at the head of the street stands Capt. 
Wheeler calling out—" Fall in for inspec- 
tion." 
Well, that is rather rough ; it was 


only yesterday thut he inspected our arms 
and clothing. Well, well, I must put up 
these things uutil after that is over. 


Well, after an hour we are back here al! 


safe aud sound, haviug been duly inspected 
by Col. Cobb and a U. S. officer. It raineJ 
hard nearly all of the time we were out, but 
thanks to our cap covers aud rubber "ijliiuk- 
ets we are all dry. It is very rainy here 
now and has been for a week, so much so 
tbat it has rained every day for several days. 


I see by the papers that the rebels are 


g^uiug tlosc uii tu this place, aud our scouls 
bring the same information. 


Last night we received a large lot of Ga- 


zettes, and a more pleased set of boys you 
never saw in your life. When the mail 
conies in there is a perfect scramble around 
the one who distributes the letters and oth- 
er mail matter.

Page N. Butts, Masterton should be Mas- 
terson, Penderson should be Pederson, 
Westemyer should be Westermyer; the 
rest are all correct. 


I nearly forgot to tell you that the 1 Hh 


Massachusetts boys caught a spy the other 
day, and the last I heard of him he was 
tied to a tree in their camp. He came into 
their camp as a preacher, and they thought 
he was looking into their tents a little too 
much so they caught him and tied him, anil 
while thej* were tying him he forgot his call- 
ng as a saint and swore at them as round- 
y as a pirate. I must close now until afte.' 
supper as Sergeant Hathaway wauts me to 
iclp him deal out the rations. The rain 
las made our streets so muddy that one 
needs tohaveabalaueingpole to enable him 
to keep on his feet while walking up or down 
it, and there in front of this tent stands 
Corporal Dutton calling on the boys to come 
out aud help make brick to build a wall 
around secessiondom. 


The police of this city are very sctive, and 


the straggling soldier must be a sharp one 
that goes into the city and does not get 
caught. 
I do not wish to boast, but the 


regiments all around us say tLat our regi- 
mental band is the best one that has come 
along yet. 
Even the Massachusetts regi- 


ment wanted to trade with us, if that had 
been possible. T must close, and I will 
write agaiu when anything new or stirring 
turns up.
